RUSSELL CHANGES S 
J. S. HIGHWAY BILL 
FOR COUNTY DEALS 


Senate Adopts Clause 
Permitting Direct Loans, 
to Units; State To Get 
Funds Despite Fight. 


WASHINGTON, May 8—(#)— 
The senate wrote into the Hayden- 
Cartwright bill today a provision al- 
lowing the secretary of agriculture to 
deal with counties instead of state 
highway boards in distributing fed- | 
eral funds for farm-to-market roads. | 

The amendment, offered by Senator 
Russell, democrat, Georgia, would ap- 
ply only during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1937. 

Russell said it would have no ef- 
fect on funds already being withheld 
from Georgia by the Bureau of Pub- 
lie Roads because of a dispute over 
the office of state treasurer. 

If accepted by the house, however, 
the amendment would assure Geor- 
gia of its allocation of the fund set 
up for secondary roads after July 1 
of this year. The bill would allet 
$25,000,000 annually for the next two 
years for farm-to-market roads. 

The Bureau of Public Roads re- 
fused to turn Georgia's road funds 
over to any official except the state 
treasurer, holding that county offi- 
cers were not authorized to accept 
them. The bureau said Georgia law 
prohibited acceptance of the money 
by the State Highway Board. 


The dispute arose when Governor 
Talmadge removed the state treasurer 
and appointed a _ successor. Tal- 
madge’s action was attacked in the 
courts, 

This preceded senate passage of a 
bill to authorize federal expenditure 
of $488,000,000 in 1938 and 1939 to 
aid states in development of a nation- 
al highway system. 

The measure, already. passed by the 
house, goes back there for econfer- 
ence. A $50,000,000 item calls for 
an outright federal expenditure for 
the elimination of grade crossings. On 
all other items, however, states are 
required to match federal contribu- 
tions dollar for dollar.

WASHINGTON, May 8.— — 
Senator Park Trammell, of Florida, 
died at 8:35 o' clock (Atlanta time) 
tonight of a cerebral hemorrhage at 
his home here. He was 60 years old. 

Trammell had been in ill health for 
several weeks. 

The announcement of his death was 
made by his physician, Dr. 0 
Bloedorn. 

The junior senator was born April 
9, 1876, in Macon county, Alabama, 
but as an infant was taken to Polk 
county, Florida, where be subsequent- 
ly attended school and college. 

He was married twice. His second 
wife, the former Mrs. Louis Mesmer, 
of Lakeland, Fla., survives him. 

During the four terms he served in 
the senate, Trammell was member, 
then chairman of the naval commit- 
tee. 

In private life he was a lawyer and 
at one time publisher of a newspaper. 
He began his 35 years of public ca- 
reer as mayor of Lakeland. After 
serving in both branches of the Flor- 
ida legislature he was for four years 
attorney general of the state, then 
served a four-year term as Governor. 

He was elected to the senate in No- 
vember, 1916.

Justice Daniel W. O'Donoghue, of the 
District of Columbia supreme court, 
today sentenced Colonel Joseph I. Me- 
Mullen, veteran army lawyer, to six 
months’ imprisonment and $1,000 fine 
for illegally accepting compensation 
from a private firm. He overruled a 
motion for a new trial. . 
WMeMullen, who has been adviser to 

o secretaries of war, was released 
on $2,000 bond pending appeal. Bond 
was set on recommendation of David 
A. Pine, chief assistant United 
States district attorney, who said that 
“several major points of law“ must 
be settled by the District of Colum- 
bia court of appeals. 

Government witnesses testified in 
McMullen’s trial last week that he 
had accepted $1,000 from the Cuban- 
American Manganese Corporation. In 
return for his efforts in helping de- 
feat a proposed tax on manganese im- 
ports in 1932. McMullen, then a 
high official in the judge advocate 
general's ofifce, approached several 
senators and departmental authorities 
in his work against the tax, wit- 
nesses said. 

A court-martial recently sentenced 
McMullen to a fine and reduction to 
the bottom of his grade for “‘a breach 
of honor” in accepting two round-trip 
tickets to San Francisco from Jos- 
eph Silverman Jr., dealer in surplus 
army supplies. Recommendations of 
the military court now are under re- 
view at the War Department. 

If the appeals court sustains to- 
day's conviction, McMullen will be 
automatically discharged from the 
army and disqualified to hold any 
other government position, Pine said. 

The army ofifcer, who has been 
in bad health for the last two years, 
has steadfastly denied that he in- 
tended to violate the law in accepting 
the fees. 


HOOVER IS QUERIED 
ON FUND PROBLEM 


Chief of ‘G-Men’ Solves 
Mystery, Why He Bought 
Cars Without Money. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.-—P)—A 
house appropriations subcommittee has 
handed J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, an- 
other mystery to solve—why his feder- 
al bureau of investigation bought 86 
new cars when it didn’t have the 
money to pay for them.

Athens Is Selected as Next 
Convention City at 
Columbus. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., May 8.—(P)— 
T. G. Woolford, of Atlanta, was re- 
elected president of the Georgia For- 
estry Association as the 15th annual 
convention came to a close this after- 
noon, 

Athens was selected for the next 
convention city. 

Elliott Reed, of Savannah, was cho- 
sen secretary, succeeding H. L. Kay- 
ton, also of Savannah. Joseph A. Mc- 
Cord, of Atlanta, was re-elected treas- 
urer.

ent situation of southern forests and 
asserted that in the “deep south” 60 
per cent of the land area is in for- 
est and that in Georgia 58 per cent 
of the land is still in some stage of 
forest growth. He said that with 
proper forest management, growth 
might be doubled and that 'the south’s 
future is inescapably tied up to its 
forest resources. If fully developed 
and wisely used this tremendous and 
growing asset will solve most of the 
serious problems, both social and eco- 
nomic that face us.’ 

Other speakers on the ¢losing pro- 
gram were Secretary Kayton, who dis- 
cussed naval stores and forestry; Ro- 
land Turner, Atlanta, general agri- 
cultural agent of the Southern KRail- 
way System, and James Fowler, 
Soperton, who spoke on 
Grass and Beef Cattle.”

SURPLUS GAIN SEEN 


IN LARGE COTTON CROP 


ATHENS, Ga., May 8&—(#&)— 
Cully Cobb, chief of the federal gov- 
ernment’s new farm program for the 
south, says if a bumper cotton crop 
is raised this year, a surplus will be 
further increased and prices depressed. 

He said weather conditions recent- 
ly had been such that it was hard 
to say what the cotton crop would 
be this year, but that on August 1 
there likely would be 7,000,000 or 
8,000,000 bales of cotton on hand. 

“That is twice as much as we need 
and if we produce a bumper crop this 
year we will further pile up that sur- 
plus and depress prices,“ Cobb said 
in an address at a farm meeting here. 

The only way to avoid a bumper 
cotton crop, Cobb said, is for prae- 
tically every grower to co-operate in 
the new federal farm soil conservation 
program. 

He described: the new program as 
fundamentally sound, saying it was 
built on protection and improvement 
of the soil, and in helping farmers to 
work out a balanced system of farm- 
ing. 

“Few of us realize how serious this 
threat of soil erosion is,” he said. 
If something isn’t done about this 
problem we will some day be con- 
fronted by fhe same problem of 
washed away land and famine that 
now confronts China.”

“It can be readily appreciated by 
you that with the old order of things, 
the hidden advertising, the propa- 
ganda, the insidious schemes to in- 
fluence and control public opinion, 
there was always danger that in pri- 
vate news services something might 
be put over on even the newspapers 
themselves, . 

“Mr. Stone proceeded to organize 
the newspapers into an association 
that would have for its only purpose 
the complete coverage of the news field 
and the furnishing of uncolored and 
truthful news to the member pa- 
pers.’ 

Rogers said that while the radio 
gives, perhaps, the “cream of the 
news” it “does not and cannot make 
available the many other attractive 
features of a first-class newspaper.” 

“Radio news also gives little or no 
time for reflection on the part of the 
hearer,” Rogers said. “The story is 
told—and then gone. We feel that a 
combination of the two is ideal.”

Governor Replies to Critic 
in Lindbergh Kidnaping 


Case. 


NEWARK, N. J., May 8—(4)— 
Governor Harold G. Hoffman said to- 
night he would assume responsibility 
for any aets “of which I had knowl- 
edge,” of Ellis H. Parker Sr., widely 
known Burlington county detective, 
and his son, Ellis Parker Jr., in the 
Paul H. Wendel kidnaping. 

He “asserted that on the basis of 
present information he would not per- 
mit extradition of young Parker, in- 
dicted by a- Brooklyn grand jury and 
now a fugitive, or the father, who ob- 
tained Wendel’s repudiated confes- 
sion“ — kidnaping the Lindbergh baby. 
Hoffman's speech was in reply to 
charges by Franklin W. Fort, his op- 
ponent for delegate at large to the re- 
publican national convention, that by 
iuterfering in the Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann case he had “dragged Jer- 
sey justice in the mire.” 

The Governor charged that if police 
officials investigating the Lindbergh 
kidnaping had co-operated with the 
elder Parker “Mr. Ford's so-called | 
‘Wendel mess’ would have never occur- | 
red and the Lindbergh crime 
would have been nearer complete solu- | 
tion than it is today.” Hauptmann 
was executed for the crime.

German Philosopher 


FOUND DEAD IN BED 


Suc- 
cumbs to Stroke in His 


55th Tear. 


MUNICH, Germany, May 8.—(4)— 
Dr. Oswald Spengler, whose pessimis- 
tie prediction of the collapse of west- 
ern civilization gained world-wide 
recognition for his k, Tue Decline 
of the West,“ was found dead in bed 
at his home today. He was 55. 

Spengler's physician said the author 
died of a heartstroke. 

After teaching high school in Ham- 
burg, Spengler came to Munich in 
1910 and devoted himself to his pri- 
vate studies. He wrote his well-known 
Untergang Des Abendlandes“ (De- 
cline of the West) in 1914 but held 
the-work from publication until four 
years later. 

One of Spengler’s favorite theories 
was that familiarity of ‘nen-European 
races with technical knowledge was a 
crime against the white race and would 
inevitably accelerate its downfall. He 
also was strongly apprehensive of the 
dangers of bolshevism.

RECAPTURED CONVICTS 
RELATEGANGBRUTALITY 
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A. Jacobs. There in recent months the 
highway department has concentrated 
what it considers the most dangerous 
of its convicts. Several months ago 
when the penitentiary committee of 
the general assembly reported to the 
Governor on conditions in the Heard 
county camp the highway department 
transferred a number of long-termers 
to Soperton, including Walter Roe, a 
negro who figured prominently in the 
1934 gubernatorial campaign. 

Three of the convicts captured here 
early yesterday are white men. The 
other two are negroes. All are serving 
long terms. 

The men are Frank Wadkins, alias 
Willie Adkins and Roy Carter, alias 
Leonard Keith, both serving life 
terms; James McLaurin, alias Bill 
Byrd, serving sentences totaling from 
12 to 28 years, all white men; James 
Thomas and Paul Smith, negroes, both 
serving 20 years. 

A sixth prisoner, a negro, who fled 
with the quintet was reported captur- 
ed near Lawrenceville. 

Earlier Gun Battle. 

Gwinnett county officers reported 
here yesterday that they had engaged 
in a gun battle with six men in a 
car late Wednesday night and that 
they lost track of the men after a 10- 
mile chase near Tucker. It was short- 
ly after this chase that the negro 
was taken near Lawrenceville. 


Patrolmen Payne and Paschal re- 
ceived a lookout notice for the band 
shortly after they came on duty at 
midnight. 

About 1 o’clock they noted the car 
load of white men and negroes at 
Capitol and Georgia avenues. The men 
drove off as the patrolmen approach- 
ed them for questioning. The police- 
men followed the group, overtaking 
them at Fulton and Frazier streets, 
where the convict car struck a depres- 
sion in the streets and careened into 
a store operated by W. B. Chandler. 

Storekeeper Aids. 

As the police drove up the convicts 
opened fire, Payne and Paschal re- 
ported. Chandler, who lives in the 
rear of the store, was awakened by 
the shots and he joined in the battle. 
After an exchange of several volleys 
the convicts surrendered. 


McLaurin, alias Byrd, said that 
he escaped the chain gang last year 
and that he voluntarily surrendered 
to the prison commission last fall to 
complete his sentence. 

“They treat us like slaves down in 
Truetlen county,” he told the police. 
“Tf we tell the inspectors of the treat- 
ment we are punished still worse. I 
wish we could get to the prison com- 
mission and the Governor to tell them 
of conditions.” 

Wadkins told reporters that the 
men were beaten with a stuffed hose 
and that they were put in stocks, 
sometimes their legs in one stock and 
their arms in another. 

The negroes said little but showed 
welts on their arms and legs. 

All said that they did not want to 
return to Soperton but despite their 
protests were returned early last 
night. The guards they had been talk- 
ing about were in charge of their 
transfer.

* Jeebergs! 

The shout “icebergs” created the 
first real excitement of the trip, ev- 
erybody rushing to the windows. It 
was an impressive picture. At lati- 
tude 45:33 north, longitude 46:50 
west, three ragged peaks, as white as 
snow, stood out from the dark waters. 
The largest, Dr. Eckener told me, was 
140 feet high above the surface of the 
Atlantic and 120 feet wide.

Accuracy of the nation-wide polls 
conducted by the American Insti- 
tute of Public Opinion, the results 
of which are made known in

GENERAL MOSELEY STAYS 

Atlantans generally, and the whole

In previous presidential cam- 
paigns the results indicated by na- 
tion-wide straw votes, taken in ad- 
vance of the election, 
substantiated closely by voters of 
the nation when they exercised 
their right of franchise at the polls. 

Sentiment of the voters as to who 
should be the candidates of the two 
leading parties was never attempted 
on a nation-wide scale until this 
year, when the American Institute 
of Public Opinion began conducting 


nation-wide polls on this and other | 


outstanding national topics. 

As to who should be nominated 
by the democrats there has never 
been any doubt, President Roosevelt 
not only being the choice of all 
democrats, except a few disgruntled 
individuals, but being shown in suc- 
cessive monthly polls as the choice 
of the majority of American voters 
for the presidency. 

As to who should be nominated 
by the republicans to oppose the 
President in the campaign, there 
bas been a diversity of opinion, 
owing to the number of candi- 
dates for the honor.

THE GEORGIA PEACH 

Cold, unseasonal weather may 
have blighted dogwood blossoms 
and the usual bountiful crop of 
spring wildflowers, but it evidently 
did not delay the Georgia peach 
frem advancing to the fruit stage at 
near the usual time. 

The first three crates of the sea- 
son, with an extra half bushel, were 
picked last Thursday morning on 
the Bateman fruit farm at Byron, 
Peach county, and shipped to New 
York. 

This is reported to be three days 
ahead of last season, which was two 
weeks earlier than normal. First 
crates brought $7 last year, but the 
price of this year’s first shipment 
has not yet been learned. 

Georgia peaches are among the 
first on the markets in large north- 
ern cities. The general excellence 
ot the fruit and its condition when 
placed on the market makes it very 
popular with housewives, many of 
whom are satisfied to pay more for 
the Georgia peach than to wait for 
lower prices when the markets are 
‘filled with fruit from many other 
sections. 

The initial small shipment means 
that the crop will rapidly come to 
the stage for picking, sorting, pack- 
ing and shipping, thus giving em- 
ployment to a large army of people, 
and with sale in the north return 
to the state some of the cash that 
we send north for other commodi- 
ties, many of which we could pro- 
duce at home. 

When Georgia becomes self-sus- 
taining on food products, in like 
proportion to many northern states, 
the cash we receive for what we ex- 
port will become state-wide velvet“

Liners as 


“Auxiliary Cruisers.” 


The contention that the three new 
German liners on the China service— 
Scharnhorst, Gneisenau and Potsdam 
—are nothing less than auxiliary 
cruisers is made by the Petit Parisien. 
The names of the first two vessels are 
those of the two famous cruisers of 
von Spee’s division which in 1914 
sank Vice Admiral Cradock’s squadron 
off Coronel, before in their turn be- 
ing sunk in the Battle of the Falk- 
land Islands. Not only do they bear 
the names of the famous German 
corsairs of 1914,” says the Petit Pa- 
risien, they are destined to replace 
them. The paper declares that both 
fore and aft, the ships have large 
flat platforms suitable for mounting 
guns. Space usually occupied by 
lounges and other passenger accom- 
modation has been left clear. Forward, 
the Gneisenau is built in accordance 
with plans almost identical with those 
of the cruiser Foch. The French liner 
Althos of 21,000 tons, which is also 
on the far eastern service, has 414 
first and second-clase berths, whereas 
the Gneisenau, 25,000 tons, has 312. 
The Petit Parisien recalls that the 
building of liners capable of becoming 
auxiliary cruisers is forbidden both 
by the Washington treaty and by the 
Treaty of Versailles.

Recent conversion of the Bahrein 
Islands into a fortified base for the 
British fleet calls attention to this 
remote afchipelago, commanding the 
— shore of the Persian 
gulf. 

“The Bahrein Islands serve as a 
British naval base to protect Eng- 
lish oil rights in Iraq and Iran (Per- 
sia), and insure India’s communica- 
tions by providing a landing place for 
planes of the air mail service between 
India and England,“ says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C., head- 
— of the National Geographic 
ety 
Destiny Linked With India. 


“Although theoretically an inde- 
8 island state, ruled by an Ara- 
ian sheik, the Bahrein Islands are 
under British protection. Treaties ex- 
ists between the sheik and the govern- 
ment of India, and since 1904 a Brit- 
ish Indian representative has resid - 
ed in the islands. Alliance with In- 
dia is further indicated in the use 
of the rupee as currency, the harbor 
buoys maintained by the Indian gov- 
ernment, and the number of resident 
Indian merchants. 


The reason for the presence of mer- 
chants from that jewel-hungry country 
is not sufficient to understand when 
one learns that the Bahrein archi- 
pelago is the center of the Persian 
gulf's important pearl fishing indus- 
try. World famous as a source of 
natural pearls, the islands have ex- 
ported more than $5,000,000 worth of 
the gems in a single year. 


Bahrein pearls have been exploited 
for so many centuries that they are 
said to have adorned the Queen of 
Sheba. They are obtained by meth- 
ods probably old in her time. Naked 
divers with beeswax in their ears and 
clamps on their nostrils tie stones 
to themselves to help them descend. 
A rope hauls them up with their 
finds. A modern diving suit brought 
to the pearling banks about 15 years 
ago caused such a furor that its own- 
er made a hasty rétreat, and laws 
now forbid importation of diving ap- 
paratus. 


Visibility Not Good. 


“During a busy season, 1,000 boats 
may be anchored at once off Bahrein. 
Since the approach to Bahrein har- 
bor is through the pearling banks, 
incoming vessels have to pick their 
way cautiously between these boats. 
Another hindrance to navigation is 
visibility. Buoys are sometimes dif- 
ficult to see because of thick fogs, 
sand haze, and mirages. Winds of 
the region rise unexepctedly to gales 
— 8 hours, and abate just as sud- 
enly. 


“The Bahrein Islands take their 
name from the largest and most im- 
portant member of the group, Bahrein, 
which is 10 miles wide and nearly 27 
miles long. Except for à rocky hill 
about 400 feet high on the main 
island, they are largely low-lying. Ar- 
tesian wells supply several of the 
larger towns with drinking water. Be- 
fore they were drilled, most of the 
drinking water came from fresh-water 
springs, many of them bubbling up 
under the sea. Natives either tapped 
these by putting down hollow bam- 
boos through which the fresh water 
rose, or dived down to them, filled 
leather water bottles, and carried 
ae up through the sea to the sur- 

ce. 


“Even with irrigation, ouly about 
one-twentieth of Bahrein’s area is cul- 
tivated. A strip along the north coast 
two or three miles wide is fertile, and 
produces dates, fruit, alfalfa, and vege- 
tables. Date groves also extend down 
the west coast. The remainder of the 
island is largely desert with occa- 
sional growth of scrubs and camel 
grass, over which Arabs pursue the 
island’s chief sports: hawking sand 
grouse and bustards, or running down 
hares with hounds. 


Live by Diving. 

‘The majority of the islanders make 

their living by pearl diving. Others 
build boats, weave sailcloth and reed 
mats, work in the oil fields, raise 
dates, breed donkeys, or, usng a 
culiar kind of weed as bait, catch the 
fish so prolific in the gulf. 
Most of the archipelago’s 120,000 
inhabitants are Arabs, although there 
are European and American ‘colonies’ 
and communities of wealthy Iranian 
(Persian) and Indian merchants. Mi- 
narets towering above the date groves 
indicate that the native religion is 
Mohammedan. 

“Stretching for over a mile along 
the north shore of Bahrein Island is 
Manama, the chief port and commer- 
cial center of the archipelago. Con- 
nected with Manama by motor launch- 
es and a stone causway is Muharragq, 
another large town on an island of the 
same name, northeast of Bahrein. 

“After Bushire, Persia, Manama 
was the first port in the gulf to boast 
electricty. A power plant installed 
in 1930 provides illumination and cur- 
rent for electric fans and refrigera- 
tors. Other traces of modernization 
include a few telephones, hospitals 
and schools. Some of the Persians 
and other aliens wear semi-European 
clothes, but the Arabs cling to their 
traditional dress. Although automo- 
biles are coming into use, natives 
still travel from village to village 
along the shores chiefly in boats, or 
inland, on donkeys.”

He must adapt 
himself to the creation of entertain- 
ment that no one man could produce 
on his own. 

“You can readily see, therefore, that 
a novelist, who creates his work en- 
tirely alone and is accountable to no 
one, is in for quite an experience on 
his first attempt to write for pictures. 
If he looks at it sensibly, he has a 
chance to succeed. k he doesn’t— 
well, there are plenty of authors. 


“When one comes here,” he con- 
tinued, “it is with the feeling of hav- 
ing left another world and having that 
other world to return to. I'm going 
to return to my other world in a few 
weeks. I’m going back to England 
to write another novel. Then I have 
the happy prospect of returning here 
when the book is completed to write 
some more for pictures.”

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UN KIDNAPING TODAY 


Federal Agents Reveal Sus- 
pect Is Ready To Make 
His Plea. 


TACOMA, Wash., May 8—(P)— 
Justice Department agents tonight in- 
formed federal court officials that 
William Mahan was ready to make 
his plea to kidnaping and mail ex- 
tortion charges in connection with the 


‘$200,000 abduction of George Weyer- 


haeuser. 


The agents did not indicate how 
the scar-faced former convict would 
plead. 

United States Attorney J. Charles 
Dennis said immediately afterward 
the asserted “master mind” of the 
notorious case would be brought into 
court at 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

He will appear before Judge Ed- 
ward E. Cushman, the jurist who sen- 
tenced Mahan’s pals, Mr. and Mrs. 
Harmon M. Waley, to 45 and 20 
years, respectively, in federal prisons. 

Should Mahan plead innocent, Den- 
nis said, the Waleys might be brought 
back here from their prisons to tes- 
tify againet him. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harmon M. Waley 
are serving prison sentences as par- 
ticipants in the abduction which au- 
thorities claim Mahan organized. Wa- 
ley, who received 45 years on his 
plea of guilty, is on bleak Alcatraz 
Island. Mrs. Waley was convicted 
and sentenced to 20 years. 

The Mahan arrest cleared up most 
angles of the kidnaping, authorities 
said, although $65,000 of the ransom 
paid by J. P. Weyerhaeuser for the 
release of his son has not been ac- 
counted for. 

Mahan had $7,300 on his person 
when he was captured, and yielded 
513.000 more before being taken out 
of San Francisco. J. Edgar Hoover, 
head of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, said part of the $7,300 
was in ransom money. 

The alleged leader of the kidnaping 
supposedly had about $100,000 of the 
ransom at the outset. He abandon- 
ed more than $15.000 of it in fleeing 
from police at Butte, Mont., a week 
after the boy's release.

RICHMOND, Va., May 8.—(?)—~ 
The Association of Junior Leagues of 
America authorized restricted partici- 
pation of member leagues in legisla- 
tive or controversial matters and 


named Mrs. Peter L. Harvie, of Troy, 


N. Y., president today before conclud- 
ing its 16th annual conference, which 
opened here Monday. 

The delegates accepted the joint in- 
vitation of the Chicago and Evanston, 
Ill., leagues for the 1937 conference, 
which was presented by Miss Helen 
Bell, of Chicago. 

A majority of the 300 delegates vot- 
ed to permit leagues to join loca} 
federated agencies of which they are 
members in indorsing certain types 
of legislation. 

This was the more conservative of 
two proposals for amending the To- 
ronto resolution of 1934, which pro- 
hibited participation of any kind. The 
other alternative, supported princi- 
pally by representatives of the “big 
leagues,’ would have permitted indi- 
vidual leagues to act alone on legis 
lative matters, within definite limits, 

Four other alternatives, including a 
strict interpretation of the Toronto 
resolution, were rejected at an open 
forum Tuesday. The one chosen to- 
day was the most conservative except 
for absolutely denial of the right to 


act. 
Rule Is Recommended. 


The vote today recommended thd 
rule to the by-laws committee. A 
two-thirds vote at the 1937 confer- 
ence will necessary to incorporate 
it into the by-laws, but leagues are 
expected to observe it during the in- 
terim.

Leovy, of Pittsburgh, was re-elected 
treasurer.

The governor of Florida has au- 
thority to appoint a successor to serve 
until the succeeding general election, 
which is in November, but the ques- 
tions now center around how.a can- 
didate, or candidates, will be picked 
to go before the voters in Novem- 
ber. 

It was a question which was not 
immediately answered here in the capi- 
tal. Some said the democratic execu- 
tive committee would be the agency 
which will nominate a candidate, and 
others said a study of laws would 
be necessary to decide whether the 
committee had such authority. Also 
to be considered was whether a can- 
didate may get his name on the gen- 
eral election ballot by pettfffon. 

Not on List. 

The office of United States sena- 
tor was not included in the list of 
offices for which the democratic vot- 
ers will nominate candidates next 
month. The time for candidates to 
qualify for the nominating primaries 
expired last Saturday, and they can- 
not enter the races now merely by 
paying the required fees. 

That situation brought on the dis- 
cussions, and also raised the ques- 
tion of whether the present demo- 
cratic executive committee, or the 
committee elected in the primaries 
next month, would have authority to 
nominate a senatorial candidate, if 
indeed either committee would have. 

Trammell’s death puts in the hands 
of Governor Dave Sholtz the authority 
to appoint a successor to serve until 
the November general election. How- 
ever, reports here during the past sev- 
eral days did not indicate that Tram- 
mell’s illness was so serious, and per- 
sons close to Governor Sholtz said he 
had not considered the possibility of 
appointing a successor in the event 
of Trammell’s death. 

The Governor was in Washington 
tonight, and his office offered no com- 
ment about such appointment. The 
Governor of Florida cannot appoint 
himself to such an office. 

Whoever is elected in the Novem- 
ber general election will serve out 
the remainder of Senator Trammell's 
unexpired term, or until January, 
1941. Trammell was elected in 1934, 
and his term of six years started 
January 8, 1985.

PEIPING, China. May 8.—(P>)— 
Japan's apparent political, économie 
and military campaign for conquest 
of North China, more intensive since 
the February Tokyo revolt blew over, 
revived rumors today of the creation 
of a North China empire. : 
This empire, rumors have it, would 
be similar to Manchoukuo, with Em- 


peror Pu Yi as combined ruler of 
the two “shadow empires.” 
„Japan's military machine gradually 
is taking control of not only the vital 
military centers of North China and 
Inner Mongolia, Chinese allege, but 
also is rapidly working into Chinese 
customs revenues. 

Chinese assert the Japanese are 
promoting smuggling on a huge scale 
in North China in order to under- 
sell American and other foreign firms 
with contraband goods. 

Japan’s feverish construction of air- 
dromes, barracks and other military 
bases in Tientsin, Kalgan, Dolonor 
and Changpei, the Chinese say, leaves 
no doubt the Japanese intend to get 
a stranglehold on the whole of North 
China and Inner Mongolia so as to 
prepare for what man believe to be 
‘an inevitable war“ tween Japan 
and soviet Russia. 

History records no period in Peip- 
ing’s colorful existence since the days 
when Mongol conquerors swooped 
down from the north to set up their 
capital here when the old city was 
in more desperate financial straits 
than it is today. 

The decline of the once proud cit 
began with the revolution of 191 
which overthrew the ruling Manchu 
dynasty.

Do you, on a “diet,” tide yourself 
over with in-between-meal calories?

The easiest way, however, of add- 
ing more calories than can be sub- 
tracted in a reducing diet is to have 
a bédtime snack. Eating at night is 
a difficult habit to break, to break 
it is well worth your while. 

Your most important dietary rules 
are—limit the total number of daily 
calories to two-thirds your energy re- 
quirements, distribute these calories 
over three meals to meet your energy 
requirements. 

Breakfast comes at a time when 
food is needed and well-balanced, sat: 
isfying meal supplies go-power for the 
morning. e better the breakfast, 
the better your reducing day is likely 
to be. This meal is much more im- 
portant than is generally believed. 
Some reducers have the idea that 


they further their cause by omitting 
this meal. This is not true. A nour- 
ishing morning mea! will stay by you 
against midmorning dietary tempta- 
tions. 

There is no reason why luncheon, 
intelligently selected, cannot provide 
the reducer with the essential health 
building materials without adding an 
ounce to weight. This is another meal 
the reducer who goes to business can- 
not afford to miss. It is her invest- 
ment in energy for the afternoon. 

It is better not to miss any meals, 
but if you prefer going without one 
meal rather than to cut calories at 
three, then dinner is the one to go 
without! At this meal wrong dietary 
habits are likely to undo a good day's 
reducing. Make yourself trim away 
all fat from the meat, remember that 
a pat of butter is 100 calories, and 
insist on reducer’s dressing for your 
salad.

You Can’t Beat Nancy’s Strawberry Shortcake.

A year would not be complete with- 
out some of Nancy Page's strawberry 
shortcake. She knew, only too well, 
why it was called short cake. It seem- 
ed to her that no matter how much 
she baked the supply always ran 
short of the demand. Nancy belonged 
to the school that says a short cake 
is made from rich biscuit dough. There 
is another school that believes just 
as strongly that shortcake is made 
with fruit and a cake mixture, The 
cake may be a simple mixture sim- 
ilar to a cottage pudding or it may 
be a sponge cake. But Nancy and her 
family would have none of these. They 
had no objection to eating a dish of 
crimson berries with sugar and yellow 
cream and a cake close by. But for a 
shortcake where the berries were 
tween and on top of baked layers 
they wanted biscuit dough. The ber- 
ries were picked over and sugared. 
Nancy usually did this about two 
hours ahead of time. She cut most 
of the berries with the sharp edge of 
her mixing spoon. In this way the 
juice and sugar mingled better. 
The biscuit mixture called for these 
ingrediente. She sifted measured and 
sifted. two cups of flour with three 
level teaspoons baking powder, three 
tablespoons sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt. She mixed into this, using the 
tips of her fingers, six tablespoons 
butter or shortening. One egg was 


slightly beaten and combined with 
two-thirds cup of milk. This was put 
into the flour combination and stirred 
lightly.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 8&.—(#) 
Red-headed Alvin C. York, who won 
just about all the medals the allies 
gave for World War heroism, today 
resigned the presidency of the school 
he founded and to which he gave his 
name, 

Charging lack of co-operation” on 
the part of the state board of educa- 
tion, Sergeant York announced that 
he had tendered his resignation as 
president and general manager of the 
Alvin C. York Agricultural Institute 
at Jamestown and that the board had 
accepted it.
